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This  is  the  "wrap-up"  issue  of  IDEAS.  Its  116  issues  have  served,  we  hope, 
some  useful  purposes.  Back  in  1953  the  first  issue  expressed  its  purposes 
this  way: 

"IDEAS  are  born  in  the  minds  of  men.  They  are  basic  for  progress, 
pleasure  and  peace.  The  capacity  to  have  ideas  and  use  them 
effectively  in  learning  and  doing  is  the  Creator's  gift  to  genus 
homo  and  sets  him  apart  from  other  forms  of  life. 

"We  cannot  sit  around  the  council  table  and  chat  with  each  of  you 
as  often  as  we  should  like.  Therefore,  our  Extension  staff  has 
agreed  that  the  best  substitute  is  a periodic  'Ideas'  letter  from 
all  of  us--to  all  of  you.  And  we  hope  that  from  each  of  you  there 
will  come  ideas,  suggestions  and  reactions  that  will  keep  this 
brief  letter  alive  and  useful." 

In  line  with  our  1972  theme  of  "A  New  Day--A  New  Way",  our  feeling  of  need 
is  for  a faster  and  less  formal  way  of  communicating  with  you  about  new 
thrusts  and  evidences  of  progress. 

The  new  system  to  be  started  in  May,  includes  a twi ce-a-month  summary  of 
significant  items  to  be  sent  to  you  in  mimeograph  form.  I terns  will  usually 
be  identified  by  the  name  of  the  person  preparing  them.  The  areas  included 
in  the  4-H  plan  of  work  will  guide  the  priority  of  the  contents. 

In  addition,  about  6 to  10  times  a year,  visualized  summaries  of  A-H  progress 
in  special  areas  will  be  prepared  for  both  internal  and  external  use.  For 
example:  urban  programming,  volunteer  leadership,  international. 

Letters  from  individual  ES  staff  members  covering  specific  topics  will  be 
sent,  as  appropriate,  to  assigned  State  staff  members. 

Staff  Training 


The  mid-point  check-up  at  the  end  of  the  seventh  staff  training  workshop 
shows  that  all  States  have  been  represented  among  the  278  participants. 

Some  States  have  had  as  many  as  12  people  attend  various  ones.  The  Kellogg 
grants  have  made  it  possible  to  bring  in  outstanding  resource  people. 
Significant  pilot  work  and  program  models  developed  in  various  States  have 
al so  been  stud i ed . 
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Our  hats  are  off  to  Dr.  John  Banning,  Dr.  Rudy  Monosmith,  and  the  various 
workshop  coordinators  for  this  excellent  start.  Offerings  for  1972  and  197^ 
are  now  under  consideration. 

4-H  International 


The  Second  World  IFYE  Conference  (July  9"1^,  Colorado  State  University)  will 
feature  cross  cultural  communication,  with  a review  of  25  years  of  4-H 
international  programs  and  a look  also  at  what  the  next  25  may  bring. 

Another  international  feature  scheduled  for  December  10-15,  1972  is  the 
Inter-American  Youth  Leaders  Conference,  to  be  held  in  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico. 
This  biennial  conference  for  youth  leaders  and  Extension  directors  in  the 
Americas  is  sponsored  by  P.I.J.R.  (an  affiliate  of  the  National  4-H  Foundation) 
under  the  direction  of  an  Inter-American  Advisory  Committee.  I am  currently 
serving  as  vice  president  of  the  committee. 

The  Inter-American  Extension  Study  Tour  will  have  this  conference  on  its 
schedule,  along  with  visits  in  Jamaica  and  a stop-over  in  Port-au-Prince. 

Massachusetts  4-H  members  and  some  from  Connecticut  and  Pennsylvania  are 
planning  an  exchange  with  Ireland  in  the  late  summer  of  1972,  where  they 
will  be  guests  of  Macra  la  Feirme  members.  Massachusetts  had  over  300  members 
participate  in  the  previous  State-to-country  exchange  (England). 

"CEPTS" 

All  of  us  are  applauding  Wayne  Murphy  and  Virginia  Evans  of  Ohio  for  this 
outstanding  "think  piece"  on  volunteer  4-H  leadership  in  urban  situations.

Western  Regional  4-H  Leaders  Forum

the  13  Western  States.  Theme  for  the  forum  was  "Step  into  Tomorrow".  Major 
content  areas  covered  were:  Learning  about  people,  youth  involvement  in  com- 

munity development  and  values  associated  with  4-H  in  the  7 0 1 s .

Graves,  Associate  Director  of  the  Idaho  Extension  Service;  Mr.  Robert  Soxvik, 
State  Senator;  Mr.  Maurice  Johnson,  State  4-H  Leader;  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Hole, 
forum  chairman,  were  present  to  welcome  the  large  delegation  to  the  State 
of  Idaho.  A keynote  speaker  was  Dr.  Donald  Stormer,  State  4-H  Leader  of 
Texas. 


4-H  Member-Leader  Evaluation 
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Marian  Larson  (Minnesota)  is  taking  time  from  her  regular  duties  to  head  a 
study  to  develop  and  test  a system  of  4-H  Leader-Member  evaluation.  The 
emphasis  of  the  study  focuses  on  what  happens  to  the  4-H  member  through 
belonging  to  4-H--the  process.  How  can  the  leader  help  the  member  assess 
his  or  her  progress  toward  goals  (of  the  member)?  How  can  the  leader  be 
more  effective  in  providing  "feedback?" 

4 - H in  Expanded  Nutrition 


Some  of  you  may  not  know  the  scope  of  the  4-H-type  dimensions  of  EFNEP. 
Participation  in  1970,  the  launching  was  129,490;  in  1971,  the  number  of 
boys  and  girls  rose  to  560,238;  for  the  first  seven  months  of  this  fiscal 
year  there  is  a cumulative  total  of  499,478.  The  total  for  volunteers  in 
the  present  fiscal  year  is  32,497. 

4-H  staff  members  from  most  of  the  States  will  be  participating  in  one  of  the 
four  regional  EFNEP  meetings  being  held  in  April  in  Washington,  Memphis, 

Portland  and  Chicago.  Copies  of  two  of  the  pieces  being  used  for  the  meetings-- 
"Objectives"  and  "Guidelines  for  Educational  Materials  for  Youth  in  EFNEP"  will 
be  included  for  State  4-H  Leaders.  These  may  be  useful  for  other  urban  4-H 
work. 

At  the  meeting,  we  are  introducing  a set  of  10  "lessons"  for  youth,  ages  8-12, 
in  EFNEP.  These  have  been  prepared  by  Dr.  Mary  Jean  Baker,  working  with  Dr. 
Evelyn  H.  Johnson,  Jean  Brand  and  Fern  Kelley,  and  utilizing  the  help  of  a 
youth  materials  task  force  of  State  and  county  workers. 

We  Care  - Walk  for  Community  Development 

The  program  guide  is  now  ready.  it  is  planned  to  be  used  by  county  Extension 
workers,  volunteer  leaders  and  community  organizers.  Carole  Etzler  wrote  and 
recorded  a useful  song  titled  "We  Care  - Walk  Another  Mile".  At  least  nine 
States  have  indicated  interest  in  testing  and  demonstrating  such  walks,  following 
Dr.  Lloyd  Rutledge's  announcement  at  4-H  Congress. 

Here's  Help  for  the  Asking 

Toastmaster's  International  is  encouraging  its  member  groups  to  offer  us  "Youth 
Leadership  Program  in  Communications"  to  4-H  and  other  groups.  It  is  an  8-week 
short  course  designed  to  be  conducted  by  trained  Toastmaster  members  and 
assisted  by  local  4-H  leadership.

Dr.  Milton  Boyce  will  again  be  teaching  the  youth  course  at  the  North  Carolina 
State  3~weeks  summer  school,  June  19  ~ July  7-  It  is  titled  "Principles  of 
Youth  Program  Development."

ALABAMA  - 4-H  Volunteers 

Alabama  is  proceeding  to  train  volunteers  who  can  take  over  the  4-H  Clubs  now 
meeting  in  schools.  The  initial  effort  is  with  organization  leaders,  later  with 
subject  matter  leaders.  Staff  feel  challenged  to  do  a professional  job  with 
training  leaders  so  school  officials  will  not  oppose  non-professional^  working 
in  the  educational  environment. 

CAL  I FORN IA  - Management  by  Objectives 

A fourth  staff  training  opportunity  has  been  completed  with  Dr.  William  Guthrie 
as  the  resource  person.  This  means  that  practically  every  person  who  works 
with  4-H  at  county  and  State  level  has  had  opportunity  for  the  training. 

COLORADO  ~ Speech  activity  Features  "American  West" 

The  speech  activity,  and  as  many  other  events  as  possible,  will  key  in  with  the 
major  summer-long  effort  on  the  CSU  campus  to  recognize  contributions  of  the 
American  West  to  life  in  the  United  States.  Participants  are  urged  to  consider 
either  (a)  Important  heritage  from  the  American  West,  or  (b)  The  relevance  it 
has  to  life  in  the  future,  as  young  4-H'ers  understand  requirements  for  the 
future . 

GEORGIA  - 4-H  President  Speaks  to  Legislators 

Don  Massey,  State  4-H  Council  President,  reported  "The  State  of  Georgia  4-H" 
to  the  General  Assembly  during  its  recent  session.  He  pointed  out  that  Georgia 
has  more  than  160,000  members  and  continues  to  lead  the  nation  in  membership, 
as  well  as  telling  of  special  accomplishments  in  the  State. 

HAWAI I - Staff  Training  in  Community  Development 

Dr.  Lloyd  Rutledge  assisted  in  launching  the  4-H-CRD  programs,  stressing  the 
involvement  of  youth  in  community  development.  Programs  were  conducted  with 
the  State  administrative  and  specialist  staff.  One  day  workshops  were  conducted 
with  staff  In  each  of  the  counties. 

IOWA  - 4-H'ers  Plan  Benefit 

Concerned  4-H  members  planned  a roller  skating  benefit  to  raise  funds  for  three 
members  who  were  requiring  extensive  hospitalization.  They  raised  over  $800 
through  this  event,  which  they  called  "Make  Someone  Smile". 

ILLINOIS  - 4-H  Electric  Activity 

A system  used  formerly  by  Home  Economics  4-H  Clubs  is  now  expanded  for  the  total 
4-H  Electric  Program.  A theme  for  each  year  is  selected  by  a planning  committee. 
Educational  materials  and  activities  are  then  prepared  with  the  cooperation  of 
power  suppliers  and  electric  cooperatives.  Theme  for  1972  is  lighting.  In  1972, 
emphasis  will  be  on  applications  of  heat  which  use  electricity. 
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KENTUCKY  - Training  for  Urban  Agents 

A 4-H  day  training  conference  held  for  all  urban  agents  featured  reports  of 
innovative  work  being  done.  Agents  reported  varied  activities  ranging  from 
an  animal  feeding  nutrition  program  involving  200  cages  of  mice,  to  use  of 
ETV  for  a series  of  programs  for  1,000  4th  and  5th  graders  and  mid  to  short- 
term bicycle  safety  series  and  rodeos. 

M ICH I GAN  - Key  Leaders  Make  for  Broad  Outreach 

Bay  County  has  used  the  key  leader  system  for  well  over  10  years  to  assist  over 
300  volunteers.  The  resulting  scope  of  4-H  is  1600  youth  in  organized  4-H 
Clubs,  3500  4th  to  6th  graders  in  conservation  activity,  and  over  6000  enrolled 
in  a 10-weeks  TV  series  in  environmental  conservation.  Plus  this,  there  is 
work  with  under  privileged  children  and  with  crippled  children  in  Special 
Education  classes  in  the  school  system. 

MINNESOTA  - 4-H  Art  Work-In 

Youth  interested  in  creative  arts  are  invited  to  an  August  1 3“ 1 9 event  at  the 
State  Fair  4-H  Building.  They  can:  Expand  their  knowledge,  experiment  with 
art  materials,  apply  what  they  have  learned  to  prepare  the  4-H  Building  for 
the  State  Fair  Program,  explore  various  careers  in  the  art  area,  and  have  fun 
with  others  who  share  similar  interests.  Sounds  like  a good  idea  all  the  way 
around . 

MISSOURI  - Junior  Leaders  Give  Recreation  Equipment 

Clay  County  4-H  Junior  Leaders  have  purchased  a pool  table  for  the  National 
4-H  Center.  A committee  of  junior  leaders  made  the  purchase  and  planned 
transportation  after  some  of  the  group  had  been  at  Citizenship  Short  Courses 
and  National  4-H  Conference. 

The  Clay  County  group  are  truly  involved.  They  work  with  the  mentally  retarded 
and  senior  citizens,  raise  money  for  the  Pakistan  Relief  Fund  and  for  the 
American  Red  Cross  for  Viet  Nam  servicemen.  They  are  currently  active  in 
supporting  a health  education  program  dealing  with  drug  addiction,  ecology, 
venereal  disease,  and  hospital  volunteer  service.  Some  also  work  on  Saturday 
at  the  STEP  Recycling  Center. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  - Over  4000  at  EFNEP  Camps 

In  30  counties,  4124  individuals  had  a rich  camping  experience,  with  nearly 
equal  number  of  boys  and  girls,  in  the  proportion  of  two  blacks  to  one  white, 
and  with  108  Indian  children.  No  State  funds  were  utilized.  County  staffs 
mobilized  their  own  local  resources  to  provide  funds,  locate  resource  people 
to  teach  classes,  and  to  transport  the  campers.  Eight  counties  held  resident 
camps;  others  were  day  camps. 

WASHINGTON  - Personal  Development  Workshop 

Seven  counties  joined  in  a workshop  at  Moses  Lake  in  early  March.  The  program 
was  planned  to  help  older  4-H  members  take  a look  at  their  own  value  system, 
learn  some  techniques  in  inter-personal  communications,  and  make  new  friends 
from  different  counties. 
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WEST  VIRGINIA  - Nutrition  Selected  as  ^4-H  Health  Theme 

Youth  nutrition  was  selected  by  the  Health  Committee  as  the  current  health 
theme  for  State-wide  emphasis.  Teaching  materials  are  developed  for  older 
and  for  younger  members.  A kit  of  materials  is  provided  for  each  club's 
nutrition  education  (junior  or  assistant)  leader.  Slides,  records  and  movies 
are  also  avai lable. 

Wl  SCONS  I N - Why  Teenagers  Dress  as  They  Do 

A highly  successful  program  has  support  mater i a 1 s--sl i ces , tapes,  leaflets 
to  focus  on  three  areas:  Clothes  for  school,  clothes  for  fun,  and  clothes 

for  special  occasions.  The  visuals  are  booked  for  many  months  ahead.  Eldora 
Keske  teamed  with  the  clothing  specialist  on  the  materials.

We  must  train  our  minds  to  think 
in  social  and  economic  terms,  as  well  as  in  terms  of  production 
and  of  science.  We  have  to  broaden  our  mental  horizons.  We 
cannot  become  ent i rel y vocat iona 1 -mi nded . "
